St. Datqans, April 30th, 1870. 
Tho month of April lusheon exceedingly 
dull in'^iis quarter, Imd my letter will bo 
ia keeping accordingly, ' 

The weather (happy thought for a euh- 
Ijcetl) for the lirat week was glorious for 
AiA '’'®«Vom tho 8th to tiio 12th we had 

e ae^ft ' rain, hail, and enow, • which 
od the mountains, slushed the roads,- 
luu raised the price of cartage, hut did not 
iwell the rivers, owing to tho frosts. Since 
the 12th, we have had severe winter wea- 
ther, saving thi-oe days of thaw. 

After three days’ auction sale, Mr D, 
U'Connochie, draper, bid adieu to St. Ba- 
lkans, having been a successful tradesman 
in tins place for more than five years. His 
place has been filled by his brother, who 
is making improvements to suit the times, 
for the fact has just dawned upon us that 
St. Bathans is in its infancy, and we intend 
to make up for our unbelief by establishing 
ourselves as settlers. 

When I nm on the night shift I ooca- 
Bionally hear the report of guns, which I 
»t first suspected to be a caution to the 
Chinese not to tread over the sluices after 
dark, but I have since discovered that it is 
raid on goats, which, increasing tenfold 
each season, are devastating crops and 
breaking down sod walla, until forbearance 
with our neighbors is becoming a weakness 
instead of a virtue. Something must be 
done, and I propose a petition to the Pro- 
vincial Council (now sitting) to introduce 
an amendment ordinailce making the G-oat 
Nuisance Ordinance apply to the whole 
province, instead of only to municipalities. 
We cannot raise a mayor and corporation 
here, nor do we want any Punch and Judy 
shows up the country ; but for all that, 
our community is quite as large aa some 
of the incorporated towns, and the male- 
\fettor's goats in this treeless country,. do as 
much harm to the hsnefaclor'a potatoes a,s 
they do within, the jurisdiction of their 
'‘worships.” % 

Warn your farmers to pit their potatoes 
carefully for they (the potatoes) wlll'‘be 
scarce this year. Owing to a bad season 
at sowing time, the vegetables generally 
speaking are poor and sodden, and potatoes 
especially have suffered from rot and mois- 
ture. ’ • 

Cun you throw any light on the policy 
of the government in abrogating the'water 
tax? Surely, if they wanted ,to do some- 
thing for us, they might have moved in an 
act to reduce the price of the miner’s right, 
.and given us jwor sluicers a chance, instead 
sparing the race-holders, who are un- 
doulitedly tiie wealthiest of the mining 
class, and never objected to so fair an in- 
come tax as 5.S for every sluice head. My 
mate, who has an interest in water races, 
states 'that the water squatters (aj Ac calls 
thepu, for I do not indulge in colonial 
slang) do not thank the Government in 
(he least for their interference, nor yet the 
Wardens' Conference, if they suggested it; 
sad he says that such a reduction is incom- 
prehensible, emanating as it does from a 
Qovrtnmeut partly foroaed of diyjern. as 
calls them — (he means gold-miners). 
Of course, as a poor sluicer, I am opposed 
to any reduction of revenue where its sup- 
port does not immrxiiately affect me, be- 
cause I wish the Government to have a 
good treasury chest, that they may continue 
to improve the roads, build bridges, and 
Bubsidixe mining speculations, as they have 
most wisely done during the Macandrew 
administration, to tJieir credit be it mid, 
though they have done some foolish things 
also — things after the “plebiscite" style, 
4c., ifcc., — “ rather expensive in their way, 
and nothing shewn, eh 1" 

The water-ra(w companies must laugh 
la their sleeves at this burst of sympathy 
for them, while the other miners sweat at 
the injustice. The Government surely 
I by this time discovored their-mistake, 
in depriving tho revenue of £GOO to £700 
year, when it w.as obtained from so 
available a source, and paid by the com- 
poaies so unyrudgingly. I hope all the 
gold-fields papers will move in this matter, 
for i700 a year -n-iU help to build some 
more reservoirs, or sludge channels, or as- 
sist to support the benevolent institutions 
on the gold-fields. “ Agitate !” 

On Saturday nights, instead of strolling 
obout the township, my mate re-ads the 
paper, while I make and mend clothes, 
em| many an argument we have over 
politics, and such like ; but wo never 
quarrel, though we maintain our own 
views. Well, last Saturday he read out 
Jlr Hawthorne's report on the High 
Sfliool, and no sooner had he finished than 
we set to arguing pro. and con. Hear my 
mate first: " Well, well,” says he, “for an 
Jriiuni Magister of a first-class university 
I (tonsider that ro]iort tho most absurd, 
pleonastic, and egotistitsil production X ever 
read” — (my mate always uses long words 
when he is oxoited). Ho then commenoed 
bis criticism by an anecdote. SU. : A lady 
whot-'..nduoatioa had been noglocfced tried 
to hide her defioiencies by luiiug long words 
m her conversation, and afterwards ex- 
plained their meaning, in case her listener 
«uld not understand on account of rais- 
applieition. On one oooasion she is repre- 
'aeutedas hawngsaid, “The people about 
^re^ge vwy tneau ^oor,"

doto my mate oondderaU'- apropos to Jlr 
Bawthoms’a report. 






After scannirig tho first ooliimli with dn 
occasional, growl oi‘| “ pisli ]’( he stopped 
short in. tho middle of the comment on 
Greek study with tiie exclamation, “ Doq’t 
you think, Jack, that we ought to look up 
to as up autliority on rketorio sucli a man 
ns tho writer of this, report J But surety 
he must have interpolated for tho sake of 
giving, line to hia bait (to catch a salmon), 
or for want of knowing how to condense and 
yet write, grammatical, sense. Would it 
uot have sounded hotter to hare said that 
tho boys who acquired ancient languages 
proved themselves saperior (even from the 
utilmian point, of view) to those wliose 
attention had been confined to the mere 
practical branches ? Seventeen words 
saved in seven lines in print,” said my 
mate, iu exultation at extinguishing a 
dominie. ■ 

Passing over the information ns to what 
Mr Abram te.aohes, my mate gave an in- 
distinct chuckle when he read about Mr 
Brent’s department, Surely Mr Haw- 
thorne must look upon his employers as 
dolts when ho finds it, necessary to tell 
them what is coinpraheuded by tho word 
mathematics If that was his reason for 
being so explicit, it would have been bettor 
to liavB entered into a fuilor explanation. 
Tims: “.Arithmetic, which includes mul- 
tiplication, a vexation ; with Division as 
bad ; Kale of Throe, which puzzles me ; 
and Practice drives me mad Algebra, 
which includes sirajile and quadratic cqim- 
tions ; Modern Goomotry, which includes 
latitude, longitude, coinpsss-bsarings, and 
the measurement of the terrestrial globe ; 
Trigonometry (plain and spherical), wiiioh 
includes the measurement of heights and 
distances, traversing, and intersecting, Mr 
Pope the modern languago.s, which include 
Parisian, Uornian, and patois-Frencli, from 
Da Lisle, Poclet, Ollendorff, and Ahn ; 
Italian, by Garibaldi and Cardinal An- 
tonclli ; and Teatonio Gorman by Count 
Bismarck ; — while I teach the Classics, 
-fwl^ich inolndo all the dead languages, 
Latin, and Gixmk. I also teach the Phv- 
I sicSl Sciences (referred to by my colleague, 

' Captain Atkinson), which branch includes 
boxing and sparring, haad-in-cliancery, 
beltihitting, flying.mare, and hitch-.and- 
kick.” 

My mate, who considers himself a clas- 
sical man (so does General Grant), passed 
by the pavagrapl: on classics, with tire re- 
mark that too much learning makes one 
mad (quoting poor Hugh Miller's case), 
and that if a commercial education was to 
be the leading star for the rising gcueration, 
ho thought Valpy’.s Latin Grammar and 
Delectus, Cossar, Ovid, and Virgil, quite 
enough Latin for any boy to tit him, as a 
I lawyer, doctor, or for society gener.dly. 
(My mate says he once knew a doctor who 
learnt all his Latin off his bottle.s — I sup- 
pose he means the labels on the bottles.) 

I tho\iglit my mate was going to put 
clown his paper, and smoke a pipe, when 
ail of a suckleii lie burst out with “ Oh I 
look here ! Tliis iioblo and erudite philo- 
sopher has been quoting ail the foreign 
titles on ids book-slielf as works to he 
studied by his pupils, who are to be 
launched into tlie world under tho civilis- 
ing and refining influence of a classic.al 
education ; and yet he admits the history 
of tiieir own or tlieir parents' country a 
difficult subject I .sliould like to intro- 
duce him to Lord Maeutlay, if that gentle- 
man wero still living. Why, I believe 
even Mra Markham would bl ush at an in- 
terview r (.But my mate ha.s a weakness 
for chronology, and appo-trs to know who 
were the contemporary sovereigns of Europe 
during several centuries, whoro all the 
biittles wero fought, and in what eiuse ; 
though I puzzled him by asking what Duke 
was drowned iu a butt of Malmsby : ‘I 
like a glass of good wine.’ And he would 
not believe me when I told him it was an 
hLstoric.d fact that Charles I. laughed and 
talked half an hour after his head was cut 
off,)”- My mate does not agree about the 
greater importance of a knowledge of re- 
cent historical facts than the lives of kings, 
and tho events during their reigns, at the 
time wiien the lioys’ ancestors were taking 
a far more active part in the world's his- 
tory tiian people do now, for they had to 
figiit again.st superstition and idol:itry. 
Ho thinks tlio careei-s of Alfred, Canute, 
the Conqueror, aud Occur de Leon are 
worthy of exatnjile, and may lielp tho 
youngsters of Ofcigo, when developed into 
manhood, to figlit their way against mo- 
dem superstition, such as spirit-raj)ping, 
aud other evils, as lying, wonder, and false 
prophets. 

In regard to medals, my mate considers 
there is too much ostentation betrayed by 
THE COUEAOUES in advertising their gifts; 
but I rather think the shoo pinches another 
way, for I have heard him say that he 
thought knighthood, orders, and medals 
are honours which should exclusively be- 
long to hei oes of battlos — lo the army and 
navy. He laughs in derision at a London 
alderman being made a K.C.B. Tho idea 
of putting spurs on a turtle-fed citizen I 
He compares the farco to. making m.agis- 
trates of New Zealand publioans, “ who (ho 
Siiys iu his sarenstio manner) are unfoiight 
and illiterate, encourage men to drink bad 
liquor, and then mount the Bench to fine 
the unfortun.ate victims for getting drunk. 
(But I do not encourage my mate in this 
style of bitterness, for ho is rather dyspep- 
tic, and besides it is not right to speak dis- 
respectfully of men in high places.) Oh 
tempirra 1 oh ntora ! (My mato is fond of 
thosa easy scraps of Latik) The knights 



of England are in bomparisdn as' thick as 
J.P.s in New Zpalaiul, ,apd now a lot of 
young striplings are, for excelling in a 
knowledge of history, from Ilauovor back 
to Tudor, and ]ihy.sic»il knowledge, to liavo 
dangling to thuir jaekots a laurel for which 
many a poor fellow fought at Alma. In- 
korm.m, and Kedan, and returned to his 
country with a battered, shattered carcase, 
an empty sloevo, and a wooden leg. Oh 
tonpora! oh mores T -“.But,” I ventured 
to remark, “ what would you give them, 
Tom ?" “ Some good 'useful book," said 

he: “Go to the aliop of Wise. or Living- 
stone, and you have thousands to chooso 
from. Give them a bat, bows ami arrows, 
a watch, an aneroid — a thousand useful 
things, woithy rewards for youthful' dili- 
gence, instead of decorating their breasts 
with medals, tliereby encouraging iu their 
minds a love for .the stage, conceit, envy, 
and their concoinitants, luakiug tliem paper 
soldiers (like volunteers in their sheds on 
a wet day), and derogating the honour due 
only to warriors wlio have dotte something 
for their country wortiiy of record," 

So excited and angry was my m:ito j?o- 
coraing that I bag.vn to fear some evi( con- 
sequences, and proposed a game of ehesi! 
(he cut out the ches.smeu with his pen- 
knife) ; hut he tyas bent upon having an- 
other fling at the report, and sneeriiigly 
remarked, “he would wish to be ainember 
of the Provincia! Council, if only to be pa- 
tronised by so groat a man, who Iiopea that 
yoiiiig Otago will jastifv tlioir iilrera! and 
etilightened (and here I thought ha would 
choke liiinself with hysteria) policy. Aye, 
not so bad I" says my tnate ; “ I wonder 
who enlightened them, eb V 

But f lost all patience witli him, and 
blew tho candle out nt the wretched pun 
he perpeti-.atej as a winding-up: “All! 
ah I’l he said, “the Magistor wishe.s tore- 
tain tho credit to himself for an increase 
in the number of tlio schol.ars, anti care- 
fully explains that it was not owing to the 
reduction of fees, as that i:ad not taken 
place ; but was it not quite (feasible) fees- 
able tint they might have known tliat that 
was going to take place, and were politic 
enough to send tlieir youngsters before- 
hand, so as to spare tho youth-s from being 
taunted as cheap ones.” 

My mate wanted to criticise C.iptain 
Atkinsou's report in the 3rd paragraph, 
for I heard him saying sojnething about 
sword exercise, Tiie’s drill, cuts and guards 
combined, miiscui:ir system development, 
and gymnastics being synonymous ; when, 
worn out xvith a hard day's work, and tired 
of listening to his foolish tiitter criticism 
on what appeared to me to be a full and 
able report, I dozed off to sleep, and dreamt 
I saw poor old Tom standing on a platform 
addressing a number of boj-s iu pinafores, 
with ribbons, medals, and stars on tlioir 
breasts, and I could hear him calling a boy 
iip to be examined in geography, who nui- 
destly repUjil that ho belonged to Mr 
Brent’s clas.s. Tom then called another 
for Algihra, who. stated that he belonged 
to tiie Political and Phy.sicai Geogniphy 
class. Despair was depicted on poor Tom's 
face. He muttered something .about phy- 
sical sciences, when in a moment the whole 
school set io sparring and wre.stling, white 
one gentleman dressed in black (evidently 
supei-intendent), and another with military 
stock and closely-buttoned frock coat, \ 
looked complacently on, with occasional 
side glances at Tom, to see if ho wta edi- 
fied.

FRIDAY, APAIL 29. 

The Speaker took the oliair at 2 o’clock. 

Several notices of motion and questions 
wei-e given. A message was received from 
his Honor tho Superintendent tliat he had 
assented to tho Imprest Supply Ordinance. 
Several papei-s were laid on the table. 

Mr Sibbald presented a petition from 
oortain intending settlei'S at Martin’s Bay, 
praying tiiat a regular trader be put on 
between Port Chaliners and that pork 

Mr Mitchell moved for leave to intro- 
duce a BUI to repeal the Thistle Prevention 
Ordinance, 1S63. Ho drew attention to 
tiie rapid extension of the tliistlo nuisance, 
and said tliat tlio arragements of tlio Go- 
vernment for their prevention wero use- 
less, and that, as the Orrlinuncs was in- 
operative, it would bo better to repeal if. 
— Leave avas gi-.inted, and tlie Bill was 
read a firat time, ordered to bo printed, 
the second reading to take place on Tues- 
day. 

The Secretary for Land and Works in- 
troduced a Bill for tho management of 
rivers,' which was read a first time, and the 
second reading fixed to take place on Mon- 
day. 

'J'lie Provincial Treasurer moved that an 
address he jireseated to his Honor tiie Su- 
perintendent, asking him for certain sec- 
tions of land at Roxburgh for a police sta- 
tion. 

Captain M'Kenzie asked why tho cor- 
rections mado by him in the report of hia 
Speeohes were not made in the JIansa/rd . — 
Tho Speaker stated tliat the reports were 
held back for a week to give opportunity 
for coiTCctions being mado, and that wliere 
they wero not received in time they were 
put in an erratum at the end of tho work. 
Every pains had been tikou to'rcudor the 
report tui perfect us imaalble, 



The Secretary for Land aud Worts 
moved that ills Honor be rceoramendod to 
sdfapart if certain portion of land for the 
purpose of eroctirig aud maiutaiiiing works 
for tho conservation of tlio Clutlia river. ^ — 
Mr Mosley proposed that tho debate lie ad-. 
journeil to Monday, ■vvliicli -Mr Tiigmsoii 
seconded. — Mr Asliqioft supporte.d thq mo- 
tion for luljoiirmneiit on tho gi'ound that 
fuller information sliould be given.— Mr 
Miteheil 8u[iported the motion for adjourn- 
ment, wo believe, but from Ins' peculiar 
manlier of speaking it was imiiossibio to 
understand hi.s rea-sons. — Tho iidjuurameat 
was also advocated by Captain M'Koi.izie. 
— Tim Secretary for Land and Works 'did 
not object to that course. 

Mr Main pre.seiited a petition from the 
Licensed Victuallei's, praying for tlia abo- 
lition of tbo bottle license. The petition 
was received, 

On the orders of the day being called, 
Mr Thompson, inivlditian to the 300 acres 
propo.sed by the Seorataiy of Land and 
Works to be set aside as a reserve for 
commonage for the use of the inliabi tail ts 
of Port Molyiieiix, proposed as an amend- 
ment that 2,”>0 acres should bo added 

Mr Mosley siipiiorted the amendment, 
which was opposed by Mr Hutclieaon, as 
tlie ground which was proposed as a reserve 
was tho only proper site fur a toiynship, 
and that a principle should be laid down 
on which reserves should be granted. — Mr 
M'Dcrmid cousideivd the . area proposed 
was so trifling as not wortli dLsenssion, and 
that were tlie wiiole block not set a-side, 
that proposed by the Government would 
houseless. — Captain Mackenzie supported 
the amendment. — It was apposed .by Mr 
Slie|)herd and Mr Fnmoe. — 'The Seci-etary 
for Land and Works considered that ivhero 
maps were is, sued on which reserves were 
marked, those reserves should bo strictly 
adhered to. Tho Provinoiiil Government 
hiul been blamcable for not having those 
reserves legally set aside. The Govern- 
ment had no objection to the. extension 
proposod if it met with tho views of the 
Council. — Tho Council divided on the 
amendment, when 12 voted for and 10 
against it, — Tiie amendment waa therefore 
carried. 

The Provincial Solicitor moved the se- 
cond reading of the Licensing Ordinance 
Amendment Bill. The object of the Bill 
is to do away with the necessity for periodi- 
cal applications to a bench of magistrates 
for a license after it hits once iieen granted, 
and that it may be continnod on due pay- 
ment of the license fee at tlie Treasury. 
It provides for investigation as to charges 
against landlords of improperly conducting 
their houses. — Mr Haugliton proposed, 
when the Bill was read a second time, that 
it be referred to a select committee in 
order to introduco provisions to abolish tho 
bottle license. — The Bill was road a second 
time.— The Provincial Solicitor moved that 
tho Bill be committed, wlieii Mr Hauglitou 
moved, and Mr Hughes seconded, that it 
be referred, to a select committee, whom 
he named. — Mr M'Indoe proposed that the 

eominitteeshould ba oho.sen by ballot Tlie 

latter amendment was carried, and a ballot 
taken. 

MONDAY, MAY 2. 

Tho Speaker took tbo chair at 2 o’clock. 

Some slight disciissiori took place on Mr 
Mitchell's motion on thy interim report of 
the Printing Committee. 

Mr Seaton then moved that an address 
should be presented to the Superintendent 
for extending and validating the Thistle 
Prevention Ordinance. He jwinted out 
tho neces,sity for taking steps to prevent 
the spread of thistles, which lie desoribod 
as an intolerable nuisance. — Mr M'‘Indoe 
seconded tiie motion. — Mr Main suggested 
that tho motion should be postponed until 
Mr Mitchell's motion for the repeal of the 
Ordinance came on to-morrow. — Mr Franco 
said it was iaipossililo for anyone to keep 
his land clear of thistles so long as the Go- 
vernment neglected to keep the Crown 
lan.Is clear of those woods- — Mr .Ashcroft 
affirmed that, unlo.ss on pain of hanging, 
nothing would indiico farmers to clear their 
land. — Mr .\Ionat confirmed Jlr Aslioioft’s 
opinion, and said it was iinpossihle to clear 
the land — Mr Hntolieson shewed that on- 
deavors had been mads by votes of money 
to clear thistles, but it svas thrown eway. 
If money wero voted for destroying thistles 
why not for up rooting sorrel ? — Tlie Secro- 
tary for Land and Works pointed out tho 
impossibility of ivttempting to oxtirp.ite 
thistles. The seetls in-ay ho carried perliap.s 
a hundred miles by a galo of wind. It was 
perfectly true that they wero an annovanco 
for a year or two, but eventually they did 
the land good, as the thistle is not a aveed 

that exhausts the soil Mr Haugliton 

might have voted for tlia resolution, but 
<lid not under.stand it. He could siipjiort 
tlie statement of the Secretary for Lands 
and Work.s. — Mr Seaton replied, — On a 
division, three voted for tlie motion and 
twenty against it. 

Tho Provincial Solicitor laid on tlie table 
the Dunedin and Port Chalmers Railway 
Compulsory Land-taking Ordiuaucs, which 
W.-IS read a firat time. 

The Provincial Solicitor laid on the table 
the Licenaod Tlimitre Ordinauea Ameud- 
mont Ordinance, 1370, which was ordered 
to tx) printed. 

Mr Sibbald inoVed that tho petition of 
certain intunding settlors at Martin's Bay 
bo rofciTed to tbo Select Ooniinittoo on 
Private Petitions. Tho petition prayed 
^ for the ostablishmout of means of (xunmuni- 



oation with Martin's Bay., The motion 
was agi'ccd to.

. Two petitions woro presented, and ro- 
eeived. • -- ■- 

Moiiiljors of Govurimient, in answer to 
questions, stated — 1st. Tliat tlie I’l-ovinoiul 
Engineer liad recoiveil instructions to pro- 
paro plans for tlio construction of a jetty 
at VViiikoimiti, at a cost of .£15000. Tu 
preparing those plans ho was guided by 
the report of the commission wliiob exa- 
minod the harbour two years ago. (jinco 
then ho had examined tlio harbour and 
taken .sbimilings liiinself. His opinion had 
now altei'od to a very great degree ; iiis 
estimate being £82(i(). Tlio plans had 
been prepared, and would have boon sent 
to England last mail, but for tbo engineer’s 
report of the 27th of last month. The 
Governmont would, have carried out tho 
agreement entered into, if tho jetty could 
have been erectctl for ,£;5000, the sum 
voted, but finding the cost would exceed it 
by ilHOOO, they did not feel justified in 
.sending homo orders for the plant, and it 
dejiended upon the action of the Council 
when tho order would bo sent. 2nd. The 
Government pamphlet of rules and regiila- 
tioms affecting gold-fielibi did not contain 
the. Amending. Acts passed since 18GG. 
The oiniasion was, however, unintentional. 
Tlio Secretary for Land and Works could 
not accept Mr Shepherd’s assiiranoo that 
tho miners would not suffer frotu the 
omission, neither could ho see how it could 
be reotified. The shing, however, was 
very plain, that tho Governmont had is- 
sued a publication which was almost worth- 
less. . 

Mr Mosley rose to propose — “ That an 
address be presented to his Honor tho Su- 
perintendent, requesting that he will bo 
jiltfiiaed to recommend to the General As- 
sembly the desirability of a duty boiiig 
levied, for the purpose of revenue, on grain 
and flour imported into the eolany. His 
speech was, in the main, cU-.voted to a re- 
view of statistics, although he spoke at 

some length in support of tho motion 

Mr Shiind seconded the motion, aud after 
a little beating about the bush, stated his 
opinion tliat it was absolutely aeoeasary 
the agricultural interest should be encour- 
aged. — Mr France, after some blustering, 
and with apparent loss of words signifi^ 
his intention of support-ing tho motiom — : 
Mr Ashcroft was prepared to .support it, 
but would like the .words “ for the purpose 
of revenue” omitted. — Mr M'Indoe moved 
the previous questiou, and iu tho com-so of 
bis remarks, characterised the farmers aa 
the only pampared trash in the country, 
which subsequently brought the Proinncial 
Treasinor upstanding, to defend the class, 
whom he sought to -prove wa.s the poorest 
of all. — ^After Messi-a Shepherd, Thomson, 
and M'Dermid had spoken in support of 
the motion and Capt. Mackenzie against 
it, the- question was put and carried. 



WEDNESDAY, MAY -A 

Tho Speaker took the chair ,st 3 o’cloek. 

Mr M'Indoe, after soma diflioiilty, was 
permitted to read a statement by magis- 
trates present at the sale of the Island 
Block, contradicting statemonta maile that, 
by intimidation on the part of Mr Clark’s 
agent, several settlers had been preveiuod 
bidding for the sections of that block. Mr 
M'Indoe moved that the document bo re- 
ferred to a Select Oommittoe, consisting of 
Messi's Brown, Green, and the mover, for 
inquiry. — ^The motion, was agreed to. 

Mr Allen presented a petition from a 
number of settlers resident in Taieri and 
Waipori, asking a re-survoy of the Clutha 
iine of railway over the Taieri Plain. — The 
petition and others on different subject* 
woro received. 

In reply to Mr Barr, Mr Reid said that 
.altiiough the reser've at the back of section 
-IS, Green Island 'Busii, was in the same 
category as many others, merely a tem- 
porary reserve, any pera'ou cropping it did 
so on his own responsibility. 

Captain Mackenzie gave notico that oti 
Monday ho would move, “ That the Laudi 
L:i\vsof this province are uot such as can 
sucoes-sfiilly compete with tho iiiducemonta 
which neighboring colonies offer to iutoud- 
ing settlers ; that it is tlierofoi-o necessary 
that the Land Law shoiiid bo altered or 
amended ; and in order to secure for this 
province a fair share of tho labor and capi- 
tal whio'n is constantly emigrating from. 
Europe, a new Land Law should be posaod 
without delay, embodying the principle of 
free situation, deferred payments, and coin- 
mission over unsold land ; aud in order to 
secure those three principles, provision 
should be made in the New Laud Act for 
the resumption by the Crown, at an early 
date, and- on just and eqnitalila terms, of 
all the lands now held on loaso for pastoral 
purposes. 

A disoussion took placo on Jlr Brown'* 
motion for a return, showing tho varioui 
:i,griciiUural blocks which have been pro- 
cbiiinad for sottlomcnt ns recommended by 
Mr J. L. Gillies, specifying tho area of 
such blocks, tho rate of compensatioii, and 
whether tlio pastoral leases liavo ever been 
Cancelled over tho later blocks so sot apart 
— The Socrctary of L ind and \Yorl:.s said 
the Ooveruinent had Lad grdat difficulty 
in getting the blocks tuid arrsugiug for 
them. They had, hoa over, taken notion, 
and woro prepared to lay tho roturn oiOTOi 
before thu House.

\Ye have received a cojiy of the requisition 
which is now being circulated for signature 
in the gold-fields towns, calling njion Mcsai-s 
Yogel and O’Neill to resign ; but having 
unfortunately mislaid the document, we 
are unable to present it to our readers.

Surely a 
man is not disqualified by merely residing 
y»ro. tem. for a time at Auckland. The 
requisition hinges chieiiy upon this point. 
It is, therefore, equally applicable to Messi-s 
Haughton, Bradshaw, and Main (tho latter 
gentleman we may do an injustice to). It ‘ 
establishes, in our opinion at least, that 
members should not hold office unless they 
are residents in the district they represent. 
At the same time it is very desirable they 
should be so, and, all things equal, the 
vote should he given in favor of the local 
resident. But that is a very narrow issue. 
The question really is whether Messrs 
Vogel and O’Neill possess tho confidence 
of the electors at the present time — that 
is, at the meeting of the ensuing Assembly. 
Now, this opens an important question.

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AOOIDBNT TO THE CROMWELL HOW TO DEVELOP OUR QUARTZ 
GO'S. MACHINE. REEFS (No. IIL, AimOoNoi.u3io>r.) 



It is with very sincere regret that wo, 
have to record an accident to the crushing 
machinery of the Cromwell Company at 
Bendigo, us a number of mtn will be 
thrown out of employment for a consider- 
able time in consequence. From particu- 
lars of the accident sQjrplied to us by Mr 
Logan (the manager) we learn that on 
Wednesday night last, while the battery 
was in full work, a three-iuch nut fell in 
between the Cogs of the driving and pinion 
wheels, smashing both of them in such a 
manner as to render them completely use- 
less. New wheels have to be cast, and the 
order has been sent to Dunedin for them, ' 
Mr Logan informs us that it will probably ' 
be six weeks before the machine is in work- 
ing order again, While crushing opera- 
tions are at a standstill the company in- 
tend to erect the extra five head of stam- 
[)er3 which they have on the ground, so as 
to start afresh with a ten-hciid battery. 
This accident will cause a considerable 
diminution in the district escort returns 
for the next few weeks, but this will be 
compensated for when the Company re- 
sume work with their increased crushing 
power. We uudei-stand that in the mean- 
time about one-half of the men in tho em- 
ployment of the Company have been paid 
off. 



OUR BANKRUPTCY LAWS. 

In one of the early issues of this journal 
we dwelt upon the general unsatisfactory 
nature of our iasolveucy laws. We were, 
as far as we know, the first to point out 
how easily the dishonest debtor escaped, 
while the unfortunate but honest creditor 
found that a large portion of his means 
went to the lawyers — -that, in fact, the 
portals of the Court of Bankruptcy could 
only he reached through the passage of a 
solicitor's office. One of our own corres- 
pondents — our St. Bathans contributor — 
took us to task on the subject, and ex- 
pressed an -opinion that the Court does 
what a thunder-storm often does, but not 
always — clears the atmosphere. He argued 
that the commercial atmosphere required 
a kind of thunder-storm — a commercial 
crisis, we suppose. As his Views repre- 
sented the current but superficial ideas of 
many persons who assnme positions, or ac- 
cept as gospel-truth some ipse dixit or an- 
other, we refer to the matter again. Since 
the period when we first dwelt upon the 
matter, the commercial public and the co- 
lonial journals have taken it up, and all 
more or les-s agree with the remarks we 
made. We find neither onr Chamber of 
Commerce nor our editors looking upon 
the Act in the light of a safety valve. 
In justice to ourselves we must state 
that these meetings and discussions have 
been chiefly within the last month, so 
that when we alluded to defects in the 
Act, and stood alone, .so fer as we know, 
we little expected to see such unanimity 
of spirit in dealing with so difficult a sub- 
ject. Wo like our correspondents to speak 
out independently, but in this Jinstanoe 
the tone of the journal was in accordance 
with general opinion, while our correspon- 
dent only represented crude opinions, or 
those of a small minority of thinkers. We 
are glad, however, to notice that the Cham- 
bers of Commerce or the journalists do not 
go in for a repeal of the measure. They 
will, for the present at least, be satisfied 
with its defects being amended. So gene- 
ral is the feeling in favor of amendment, 
that the Government will be impelled at 
the ensuing session of Parliament to deal 
with the question. General opinion points 
to the following amendments: That a de- 
claration of bankruptcy may he signed be- 
fore other persons than a solicitor ; that 
forms shall be readily obtainable ; that 
adjudication shall follow the declaration at 
once ; that official trustees or assignees 
shall reside in each district, ' and take pos- 
session of estates ; that notices to creditors 
shall be served upon them through the 
post ; that bankrupts may he examined by 
a creditor or other agent on behalf of ab- 
sent creditors, if so instructed ; that the 
proving of fraudulent insolvency shall not 
be thrown upon a special creditor, but 
upon the estate ; that the insolvent shall 
render more assistance to the estate than 
at present These are a few of the sug- 
gested minor amendments : other and 
larger principles ace however involved, 
but we have not space to deal witii them 
here. If we can secure cbea])tiesf in the 
administration of insolvent estates, with 
promptness in taking them in hand, and 
also make it compulsory for the insolvent 
to assist his creditors, something wiU he 
gained, and we shall not have cause to re- 
gret having given some attention to a dry 
subject.

This artiolo baa been held back for some time, 
in tho hope that recommondatious made in the 
preceding ones as to the formation of companiee 
would be adopted. This has nut been tho case, 
arising chiefly from tho fact that tho ideas of 
aharoholders as to tho value of their claiuts 
would not allow- them to consider any other 
plan than that of selliug them. There have 
always been mure shares offering for private sale 
than buyers, and, as pointed out before, though 
the high price thus occasionally obtained raised 
the spirits of shareholders for a time, the sales 
did nut introdued fresh working capital. Thus 
depending upon chance opportunitiee, share, 
holders, as a body, have neglected to secure the 
favourable feeling that once so publicly existed. 
Capital might easily have been obtained at the 
first opening of tho reefs, if anything like 
uimnimity of action had existed amongst hiildors 
of olaims. As stated, they i>refcrred taking a 
narrower view of the position, which many of 
them must now regret. It is no reply to say 
that one company has boon started upon the 
limited liability principle : one swallow does not 
mako a summer. The question, then, 1s, is it 
too late to take steps that will promote some- 
thing like combined action, and thus retrieve 
the deflcieneles of the past ? — following, we make 
hold to say, upon the neglect of the advice ten* 
dered in the celnmns of this jenmal. tVe ven- 
ture to say, not if the parties interested will 
unite and actively join themselves to the move, 
ment. 

It is, in the first place, necessary to reacquire 
public confidence to a fuU extent, and this could, 
in our opinion, be best achieved by the formation 
of a company under the Joint Stock Companies 
Act— not the Mining Act — with a capital say of 
£10,000 : this company to act in the capacity of 
a trust and promoting association. It would 
have a largo field before it. Its duties would 
chiefly be in assisting claimholders who were 
anxious to amalgamate their claims and work 
them economically, upon the plan sketched in a 
former article, or one similar to it. Care would 
he taken by such company to examine as fully 
as possible into the merits of the scheme, and, 
as far as practicable, into the prospects of.^he 
claim or claims. The company might be em- 
powered to assist the holders of such amalga- 
niateii claims, or of single claims, by advaiicing 
money on account of machinery, or on account 
of workiug expenses or otherwise, as knight ho 
deemed desirabie ; the company 'to be limited by 
its deed of association from advancing more than 
a fixed amount in any one venture. It could 
then, if the speculation was a promising one, or 
even before any considerable advance of capical 
beyond the outlay for testing the icmd Jidcs of 
the speculation, introduce a company under its 
guarantee to the mere public market. In this, 
the mure limited scope of its investments, but 
perhaps the more important of its functions here- 
after, it would find a profitable field. As the 
very interest of the company would lie in testing 
searchingly the ciaima oflered to it, rather by 
work performed under the direction of its own 
engineer or surveyoi , or by the subsidising of pro- 
specting trials by the claim-holders under smii- 
lar directions, the public would feci mcreased 
confidence in taking ehares in the schemes re- 
commended by it. The investor’s time would 
be saved : ha would certainly have to pay some- 
thing for the guarantee of the company, either in 
the shape of a bonus of shares or capital, but 
then the public would feel in return that every 
attempt to arrive at a sound conclusion had been 
made. The claim-holder would have to part 
with a fair intereet in his claim, which gene- j 
rally speaking would really have been de- ^ 
veloped and increased in value by the com- 
pany’s efforts. The shareholders who already 
have a valuable claim— a claim toe valuable for 
the company to deal with, except uuder some 
special arrangement — would he benefited by its 
functions and action. He would find his property 
share in the general prosperity, and should snp.' 
port the formation of such a company. It is im- 
possible to enter into full details of the many 
advantages that would arise from the existence 
of such a company in the province. It would 
not, however, it may be observed, he necessary 
to raise the full capital — one-third of the capital 
would be eufiicient to commence operations with ; 
and if successful in its earlier movements, it 
could obtain the command of capital by itself, 
acting as a deposit bank for investors willing to 
loan ou mining property goncmlly — thus extend- 
ing both, let us hope, the usefulness as well as 
the sphere of its operations. The management 
would not be a costly affair, consisting of a board, 
a secretary, and an engineer. That a company 
of this kind could be formed, aud become a fa- 
vorite stock, may be accepted as ,a fact. But it 
is absolutely necessary that men of standing and 
business qualifications should take the initiative. 
Home years ago, just before the 'West Coast rush 
took place, a company based upon a foundation 
like the one hero described was in the process 
of being floated. That rush of course destroyed 
the opportunity. A trust oompauy of a like 
uaturs has been formed in another colony, it is 
for those who are interested in quartz-mining 
pursuits that these articles have been written, 
and it is now for thorn to adopt or not the sug- 
gestions that h.ave been thrown out in them. 
Tho chief objects advanced in them havo been 
— let. The obtaining of a betterclassof titles by 
leases ; 2nd. The amalgamation of claims, ao as 
to lessen and at the same time more evenly dis- 
tribute the east of prospecting } 3rd. The forma- 
tion of companies, whereby machinery might be 
readily procured ; 4th. Tho formation of a trust 
and guarantee company, worked by effective 
officers, whose advankago it would ho to consult 
the interests of both investors and shareholders. 
In olosing, then, these articles, wo think we 
havo redeemed the promises with which we 
set out. ,

DISTRICT. 

BY A VISITOR.— (No. 1.) 

Agricultara] intereats, I ahenid presume, 
hold paivrmount sway inr Queeustowu. All 
ttiu tiklLc there is about farm produce, cattle, 
and laud. lu what, I uudei-stand, the 
people, or aoiue of them, have dubbed the 
City of the Lakes— whatever that may 
mean — the tone is evidently hucolio. I 
happened to be in the Queen’s Arms Hotel 
— a first-class house, by the way, and 
worthy of patronage — and the i-oom wa.s 
full. Some one said that the dredge was 
paying well. “ How much T* said one ; 
and the reply wa-s given in the same mat- 
ter-of-fact way as the statement was made, 
“ I hoar 35ozs weekly.’’ — “Always thought 
dredges would pay,’’ remarked an old 
Shotover resident ; and the conversation 
then went back, amidst the music of the 
piano, ably played, and a violin, evidently 
played by an um-ateur, to the subject that 
seemed most engrossing — agrioidture : not 
that the people, as 1 found out by a quea 
tion, were not alive to gold-mining pur- 
suits. During this time the pianist played, 
and the violinist fiddled — two or three 
gentlemen attempted the catgut at inter- 
vals, but none kept time — but the conver- 
sation still continued about farms, produce, 
new country, and fresh openings. “ Faith," 
said I to myself, “ am I back in a provin- 
cial town in Ireland T' Unmistakably I 
was not, for half a dozen twangs and burrs 
met my ears. “ A strange people," I found 
mysejf saying again (after the old-fashioned 
way of relating a story), “ but eminently 
practical.” Here were the Irishman and 
tho Scotchman, the German and the 
Yankee, and all the otlier representatives 
of other nationalities, including a speci- 
men of the veritable New Zealander, dis- 
enssing the crop , and land question. Yes, 
and xvith as groat a keenness as they would 
do it in Mark Lane, or in that witty com- 
mercial hall, the Dublin Commercial Ex- 
change. I felt that I was amongst quite a 
new class of people, and that they pos- 
sessed features and traits worthy of sketch- 
ing and describing. In our midst ; yet so 
original a comnmity that they take a dif- 
ferent position to the other inhabitants of 
the gold-fields towns. Ah, me ! I am 
afraid I shall make a mess of it, for I have 
my spurs to win as a correspondent, and 
I do not know rightly how to commence. 
A happy idea strikes me : I will tell just 
what I saw, aud what the people said, and 
let that tell the tale I want told. 

Well, tlien, this e^jgjing — it was a 
Thursday, and the public luminai-y of tbe 
district, in tho shape of the Wdkatip Mail 
had not yet put in an appearance. Eight 
o’clock : half past eight o’clock : no paper ! 
I enquired, “ Is it a night paper?” but my 
neighbor and another who also volunteered 
information at the same moment dispelled 
my ignorance, and I learnt that it was 
veiy uncertain at what hour they issued 
the MaU. “ They pleased themaelve-s,” 
said the, more emphatic of my neighbours ; 
and the landlady, who then appeared on 
tho scene, aud, I think, heard my remarks, 
also volunteered a statement that the paper 
did not appear in proper time, and thought 
it a great shame. “ Free-and easy-going 
community,” I found myself again saying 
— a bad jn-opensity, however, is that of 
pondering in company, as one’s wits should 
be at work. “ Editor tipsy ? printer 
drunk — “ Oh ! no,” said a gentleman, in 
answer to a mild suggestion of mine of this 
kind, and resplendent in a big collar and 
velvet vest ; V the editor won't get drunk 
while he has work to do." — • “ The 
paper, except for its principles, is 
not worth a snap,” again repeated the 
pursy gentlem.m with the collar : “ you 
should see tho papers in Canada — ^hoa- 
they advocate tbe land policy : a dollar 
an acre.” Another American gentleman 
chimed in, and I again heard the land 
systems of America, California, Buenos 
Ayres, Chili, Queensland, Victoria, and, I 
verily believe to this day, every other place 
on the earth, discussed or explained, “Cu- 
rious people,” I caught •my .self again say- 
ing. “ Why, they have 400,000 acres at 
their control.” I was, of course — I don’t 
like to say it, but I have promised to tell 
the truth — a fool for hinting it beyond ray 
own bosom, but the tongue is deceitful. 
Instantly — I do not know by what magic 
influence — the ranks closed upon me. 
Chili and Canada, Cape of Goo<l Hope and 
Western Australia, united, were down 
upon me, and I got what is known in se- 
lect circles as “ a caution to the Greeks.”

She 
appeared to be about sixteen years old, She 
was in excellent hcaltli, rather nice featured, 
and always laughing. She had no arms 
whatever, and apparently but one leg, 
When the proper complement of people 
were assembled in the room, she Ijegan her 
performance by stretching out her one leg, 
and picking up an ordinary quill pen be- 
tween her great toe and the toe next to it. 
She then dijiped the pen in ink, and wrote 
her name with her foot. The autograph 
was a great deal better than that of many 
young hidios and gentlemen who write with 
their fingers, and not their toes. It was 
very fiuiuy to see her tear off the half-sheet 
of paper on which she had written. She 
did tills by steadying it with her foot. Tii 
order to test the delicacy of the touch of 
her toes, at my request she turned over 
some leaves of notepaper. It was raarvel- 
loiia to see how she never missed a page. 
She then took a needle from a piu-cuslilon, 
and placed it in her left foot ; then un- 
winding some cotton from a reel, she bit 
off a lengtli of it, and then pussad the 
thread through the eye of the needle with 
the greate.st exactitude and promptness, 
not once taking a bad shot. Beaching out 
her foot, she then pulled towards her a set 
of tea-things, and went through the motions 
of making tea and pouring it out into the 
cups, and lifting it to her mouth. The 
last two performances were the combing 
and brushing her hair, and showing ua how 
she could use the scissors. With her toes 
she put the scissors on the table, and then 
passed the gi-eat too and the next one in 
the rings, holding some writing pajier rvith 
her left foot, and twisting it about, she set 
to work cutting out imaginary portraits of 
people present, which she sold for what 
she could get. Some years since, I have 
been told, a man who had neither arms nor 
legs, beiug simply egg-shaped, used to ex- 
hibit himself in London. He used to fix a 
pen into a socket which he had fastened 
round his chest, and with this he used to 
writSj and I hear even paint pictures. 

The great power of the human thumb 
depends upon the presence cf a certain 
large muscle which forms the ball of the 
thumb : it is called the opponena poUicU. 
By moans of this muscle we are enabled 
to " oppose” the top of the thumb to the 
tops of all the other fingers. The monkey 
has not got this muscle — his hand is more 
like the foot. It was therefore very in- 
teresting to me to observe how this poor 
girl had managed to train Ish.e muscle of 
lier foot so as to do the duty of the opponana 
pollicia. These muscles of her foot were 
very strong, and much developed. I think 
it is a great mistake to shut up the feet 
of children in tight shoes. When running 
about the house they should go barefooted ;

Tbe Lascar 
sailoi's, I hear, can grasp a rope between 
their great toes ; they never wear shoes. 

Just as we were leaving the reoin the 
one-legged girl jumped up, and we had a 
good ohimoe to see how terribly she was 
deformed. As I said before, she had no 
traces whatever of arms, and her right leg, 
though nominally present, was very short, 
the foot of it only coming down ns far as 
the knee of the left leg. When she stood 
up slie was about four feet high. She bore 
her whole weight on this one leg — a regular 
“ monipede." 

Long practice had enabled her to stand 
quite firm upon it, and when she wanted 
to move she hopped about like a kangaroo, 
without any fear of falling, although she

A Wondarful Skull 

Nearly twenty years ago the tnedical 
journals of tho world recorded a most singu- 
lar case of a laborer in Cavmidisli, United 
States, who, while engaged in bhrsting, 
had a tumping iron blown entirely throiigli 
' Ilia head, but who actually recovered within 
sixty days. Such a surprising and unpre- 
cedented result at the time of its aunhunce- 
meiit was geneiidly disbelieved, many emi- 
nent siugeons pronouncing it a physical 
impossibility. But t!io subsequent public 
exhibition of the individual himself con- 
vinced the most sceptical, and verified the 
first report of Dr John M. Harlow, the 
attending surgeon, who published tlio case. 
At a very recent raeotiiig of the Ma-ssii- 
ohusetts Medical Society, -this gentleman 
read a paper giving the history of the case, 
and presented to that liocly tiie veritable 
skull which sustained the injury. 

The accident occurred on September 
13th, 1848, and was caused by the tamping 
iron striking fire from tbe rock, qxploiling 
tbe powder, and driving the bar, ivliich 
was nearly four feet long by one and a 
quarter inches diaiuetor, and weighing 
thirteen pounds, through his head. It en- 
tered under the cheek bone, passing inside 
of an inch behind the eye, and out of the 
top of the head in the centre, two inches 
buck from the line where the forehead and 
hair meet The opening in the skull was 
two inches wide by three and a half inches 
' long, and the brain was hanging in shreds 
I on tlio hair, In fifty-nine days the patient 
was abroiwl. Soon after,- with his tamping 
iron — which he carried with him until the 
day of his death — he was exhibited in 
Barnum’s old museum, in the city ; and 
soon after he left for South Aninricn. His 
general health appears to have been good 
until 1859, when it began to fail. At one 
time, being then in California, he w.as 
taken with epileptic fits, which finally 
caused his death in May, 1861, twelve 
years and eight months after the accident. 
Dr Harlow kept himself informed as to 
the history of his patient, and on his de- 
mise obtained possession of both the skull 
and the iron, and made the statement of 
the case as given above. The effect of tho 
injury upon the man seems to have caused 
the destruction of the equilibrium between 
his internal faculties and the animal pro- 
pensities. He became capricious, fitful, 
irreverent, vacillating, impatient of re 
straiut, a child in mind, an adult in phy- 
sical system and passions. During his 
South American life he was a coachman, 
and underwent great hardship. It appears 
the man could see out of his 1^ eye, 
though the lid was not subject to lira will. 
Ip summing up his paper. Dr Harlow pre- 
sented tliese views : — 

1st. The recovery -is attributed solely 
to the via vilce via coiiaentatriv, or, if some 
like it, vis medicatrix natural. 2nd. This 
case has been cited as one of recovery. 
Physically the recovery rvas nearly or 
quite completed for the four years immedi 
ately succeeding the injury; but ultimately 
the patientsucciimbed to progressive disease 
of the brain. Mentally the recovery was 
only partial: there were no dementia; 
intellectual operations were perfect in kind, 
but not in degree or quantity. 3rd. That, 
though the case may seem improbable, the 
subject was the man for the case, as his 
will, physique, aad power of endurance 
could scarcely be equalled. The missile 
was smooth and painted, dilating and 
wedging off rather than lacerating the 
tissues. The bolt did little injury until it 
entered the' base of the brain, and that 
opening served as a drain for the blood and 
matter and other , substances that might 
have caused death by compression ; the 
portion of the brain travei-sed was the part 
that could stand such a shock with tbe 
least injury. 



The French Mode of Capital Punish- 
ment. 

M. Maximo de Camp not long since made 
a severe study of the system of capital 
punishment now practised in Paris. He 
even went the length of surrendering him- 
self into the h.ands of the executioner, to 
be pinioned and thrust under tlie guillotine, 
in onler that he might more thoroughly 
enter into the sensation of a condemned 
oriminal, and describe his last moraents, 
He has now embodied his information in 
an article in the Remta daa Deux Mondea. 
Meeting tho convict on his arrival at .the 
CnncLergeries after Ids coudemnation, M, 
de Camp traces his suhsequeut existence 
to its close on the seafl'old. The first thing 
done, of course, Ls to atrip the prisoner of 
all his clothes, and encase him in tho 
straight -waistcoat in which ho is doomed 
to spend his few remaining days. Tiie 
cainisola is made of stout sail-cloth, stiff 
and hard, and is fastened by several strong 
buckles, with tiie sleeves sown up at the 
end, so that the hands cannot get out. 
No instrument of metal is left within the 
prisoner’s reich. He is fed with a wooden 
spoon. Almost always the convict decides 
upon an appeal against hLi sentence, if 
only to oblige his advocate, who seldom 
fails to discover abundant reasons for such 
a step. From the Concergerie the convict 
is conducted to the prison of Grand Ro- 
quette. Here, as during his incarceration, 
he has never a moment of solitude. There 
is constantly with him a keeper and a 
spldier, who are both relieved every two 
hours. They are forbidden to speak to 
him of onythtDg happening outside of tho 



prison. From the outer world no one, os 
a rule, ia admitted to see him. He is re- 
garded already as practically a dead man. 
After a few days, a frequent impression 
witli him at night is that lie hears the ring 
of linmiuei'S nailing up the scallbld out of 
doors. When tho appeal has been rejected 
(latu at niglit, iu order that Paris may 
have no warning of tlie oveut), tlie order 
for tho prisoner’s execution is despatched 
to tho giiol. Soon after four o’clock iu tho 
morning the officials wake him, announce 
his fate, dress him, aiid prepare to lead 
him forth. As soon as ho emerges from 
his cell, tho eonfo-ssor takes him into 
another littlo room, and there receives his 
last words, and, wo may presume, gives 
such absolution or comfort as he can. This 
lasts only an instant. Then the processioii 
is formed, tho priest still at the prisoner’s 
side. Tliere is a halt for a few minutes in 
the avaiit-gnffe. The prisoner sits down 
on a stool, thio only furniture in the room ; 
and tho tall fignro of the executioner ap- 
pears, accompanied by his assistants, one 
of them carrying a small carpet-bag. The 
oondeinned, supported by two assistants, 
ascends tiie stejis, and stands upright be- 
fore tlie baseude.
